1 . WE WERE ABLE TO REACH MICHAEL STEVENS IN NAKHODKA 
BY TELEPHONE JUNE 6 TO DISCUSS QUESTIONS RAISED REPTEL. 
COMMENTING FIRST ON MATTERS CONTAINED PARA (5) REPTEL, 
STEVENS CONFIRMED THAT HE NOW DRIVES COMPANY CAR HIM- 
SELP AROUND NAKHODKA AND ONLY USES SOVIET CHAUPPEUR 
DURING BUSINESS HOURS OR WHEN OTHERWISE CONVENIENT. 

HE HAD NOT, HE SAID, HAD OCCASION TO VENTURE OUTSIDE 

OP NAKHODKA ITSELF, BUT WAS PLANNING A TROUT FISHING 
TRIP WHICH WOULD TAKE HIM SOME 60 KILOMETERS INLAND AND 
TO NORTH (ABOVE VLADIVOSTOK) IN ABOUT TWO WEEKS TIME. 

HE WOULD BE ACCOMPANIED ON THAT TRIP BY A SOVIET 
ACQUAINTANCE, WHO IS ALSO A TROUT FISHERMAN AND WHO 
STEVENS SAID WAS MAKING ALL ARRANGEMENTS POR WEEKEND 
PISHING EXPEDITION. BECAUSE PHONE CONNECTION WAS 
INTERMITTENT, STEVENS WAS NOT ASKED DIRECTLY WHETHER 
HE HAD RECENTLY CHAUPFERED HIMSELF TO RESTAURANT IN 
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SUBURBS - TO WHICH HE HAD TAKEN EMBASSY OPFICERS AS 
REPORTED REPAIR. (COMMENT: WE PRESUME, HOWEVER, 

THAT STEVENS HAS BEEN ABLE TO AVAIL HIMSELP OP THAT 
MINOR PRIVILEGE.) 

2. AS REGARDS PARA (4) REFTEL, STEVENS SAID THAT HE 

HAD NOT YET ACTUALLY TAKEN NON-TOURIST DAY TRAIN PROM 
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NAKHODKA TO KHABAROVSK, ALTHOUGH HE REITERATED HIS 
UNDERSTANDING THAT HE WOULD BE ALLOWED TO DO SO WHEN 
OCCASION AROSE. AS FOR RIGHT TO TRAVEL BY ROAD BETWEEN 
THOSE TWO CITIES, STEVENS FELT IT WOULD BE VERY USEFUL 
ESPECIALLY IN CONNECTION WITH A TOUR OF MAJOR FISHING, 
FISH RESEARCH AND FISH PROCESSING CENTERS ADMINISTERED 
BY DAL'RYBA WHICH HE IS NOW PLANNING FOR LATE JULY/ 
EARLY AUGUST. STEVENS SAID HE HOPES TO TRAVEL TO 
SUCH FISHING PORTS AS MAGADAN (NORTHERN COAST OF SEA 
OF OKHOTSK), SOVIETSKAYA GAVAN', AND PETROPAVLOVSK- 
KAMCHATKIY (KAMCHATKA PENINSULA) AS WELL AS FISH 
PROCESSING AND RESEARCH CENTERS INLAND ON PRIMORSKIY 
KRAY (MARITIME PROVINCE) AS PART OF TOUR. HE CONCEDED 
THAT TRAVEL TO MAGADAN, SOVIETSKAYA GAVAN' AND 
PETROPAVLOVSK-KAMCHATKIY WOULD PROBABLY HAVE TO BE 
ACCOMPLISHED BY SEA. BUT HE FELT THAT IT WOULD BE 
EXTREMELY USEFUL TO HAVE PERMISSION TO TRAVEL BY CAR 
ALONG ROAD TO KHABAROVSK FOR PURPOSE OF VISITING FISH 
PROCESSING RESEARCH CENTERS LOCATED IN THAT AREA. 

3. STEVENS SAID THAT HE HAD HEARD FROM COMPANY 
HEADQUARTERS IN SEATTLE THAT FIRM HAD NOW RECEIVED 
PERMIT FROM DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE ENABLING JOINT 
VENTURE WITH SOVIETS TO BEGIN FISHING OPERATIONS IN 
U.S. WATERS. HE WAS VERY PLEASED WITH THIS DEVELOP- 
MENT. 
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4. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION, STEVENS SAID THAT ALTHOUGH 
HE WAS PLANNING A TRIP TO JAPAN SOMETIME WITHIN 
NEXT THIRTY DAYS, HE EXPECTED TO BE BACK IN NAKHODKA 
FOUR-TO-FIVE WEEKS FROM NOW. HE TOLD COMATT THAT 
HE WOULD INFORM EMBASSY BY PHONE OR TELEX BEFORE HE 
LEFT FOR JAPAN. (STEVENS HAD INFORMED US COINCIDENTALLY 
BY TELEX ON JUNE 5 THAT FIRM'S OFFICE TELEX HAD BERN 
HOOKED UP FINALLY BY LOCAL MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS 
IN NAKHODKA.) 

5. COMMENT: ALTHOUGH WE ARE IN NO POSITION TO JUDGE 
CRITICALITY OF LATYSHEV'S BEING PRESENT "TEMPORARILY " 

IN SEATTLE ON DAILY BASIS FOR SIX MONTHS TO INSURE 
SMOOTH FUNCTIONING THERE OF USAJSSR MARINE RESOURCES 
COMMERCIAL ACTIVITY, WE STILL PERCEIVE WIDE INCONSISTENCIE 
BETWEEN MANNER IN WHICH HE AND STEVENS ARE BEING 
TREATED IN THEIR RESPECTIVE LOCATIONS. WE WILL 
COMMENT MORE FULLY, HOWEVER, ON OUR PERCEPTIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS BY SEPTEL. MATLOCK 
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
